PARIS (UPI). — Soviet film di- 
rector Yefim Sevels, one of 24 Jews 
who staged the first spontaneous sit- 
down strike in Russia.to demand 
freedom to emigrate to Israel, sald 
in an interview he esti- 
mated one-third of the Jews in the 
Soviet Union wished to emigrate. 

In a copyrighted interview jn the 
weekly magazine “I'Express,” Mr.

Even if they support 
the regime, even if they never speak 
of Israel, they are only citizens of 
the second rank.” He sefd, “A great 
wave of official anti-Semitism has 
unrolled since the Six Day War.” . 

He said he had “had only some 
small difficulties” in his work “and 
I was among the most privileged... 
It is thegeneral degradation of the 
of the Jews which pushed 
me” into joining the unprecedented 
sit-in at the Soviet Parliament.

TEHERAN (UPI). Premier 
Amin Abbas Hovelda sald yesterday 
Tran will take three strategic islands 
at the mouth of the Persian Gulf 
by foree untess lt Is given them 
peacefully when British forces 
withdraw at the end of the year. 

‘Mr. Hoveida, addresaing a rally 
at the Persian Gulf port of Bandar 
Abbas in the campaign for 
parliamentary elections, echoed the 
Shah’a earlier declaration that Iran 
ia determined to occupy the islands 
Οὗ Major and Leaser Tumbd and Abu 
Mussa In the Strait of Hormuz. 

Tran : claims the islands, now 
under British protection, belong to 
It, historically and legally. Sharjah 
and other Perslan Gulf sheikhdoms 
also claim them. The three Islands 
were taken from Iran by the 
British 78 years ago. 

Mr. Hovelda added that at that 
thme the British asked written 
permission from Tran to land troops 
there in order to fight pirates. He 
sald the British must now sur- 
render the islands as they pull out 
of the Persian Gulf. 


ASSERT RIGHTS 
The Shah bas said Iran must 
assert its rights to the islands, in 
order to block the declared βγη of 
“extremist states” to stir revolution 
in the region. 


Mr. Hovelda sald yesterday “we 
will glve no foreigner the right 
to interfere in the Persian Gulf... 
we have the necesary force to carry 
egegressive attack back to the soil 
of the aggressor. We will not allow 
anyone ‘to auction off our territory.” 

The Strait of Hormuz is the 
Bateway to the world’s oceans for 
oil from Iran, Saudi Arabia and the 
Persian Gulf states.

Replying to reporters' questions, 
the spokeaman said the Malta au- 
thorities have asked that visits by 
U.S. navel units be postponed

In Naples, senior U.S. and Nato 
officials appeared bewHdered by the 
latest development in relations be- 
tween Nato and Malta. They were 
reluctant to comment. 

Malta, situated between Sicily 
and the northernmost tip of Afri- 
ca, has been considered a key point 
in the control of the Mediterranean 
shipping Janes. Malta is also the 
home of some of the finest ship- 
yards in the Mediterranean ares. 

From Brussels, it was reported 
that Nato Secretary-General Manlio 
Brosio will probably convene a 
meeting of delegates today to dis- 
cuss future relations between Nato 
and Malta. 

The new situation in Malta comes 
ara time when the Western nations 
are trying to build up their pre- 
sence in the Mediterranean Sea, to

The Foreign Ministry is consider- 
ing a reply to a note from U.N. 
Secretary-General Ὁ Thant regard- 
ing Israel'a position on General A2- 
sembly resolutions seeking the re- 
patriation of Arab refugees of the 
Six Day War. The note was received 
about three weeks ago, sources in 
Jerusalem said yesterday. 

The sources added that U Thant 
had also pressed his claims to the 
entire Government House area, part 
of which had been returved to the 
UN, by Israel after the 1967 war. 

Regarding the expected arrival in 
the Middle East next month of the 
three-man General Assembly Com- 
mittee to investigate “Israeli prac- 
tices" affecting the “human rights 
af the population in the occupied 
territories,” Foreign Ministry sources 
said that, just as last year, it would 
not be allowed to enter the terri- 
tories. Israel's objections to the Com- 
mittee are based both on the terms 
of its mandate, which exclude the 
investigation of the condition of 
Jews in Arab countries, and on the 
composition of the Committee, ss 
none of its members — Ceylon, So- 
malia and Yugoslavia — maintains 
diplomatic relations with Israel. 

Reports reaching here from the 
Vatican, meanwhile, were said to 
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contradict earlier news agency 
stories which attributed to Pope 
Paul a demand for the internatio- 
nalization of. Jerusalem. Although 
the Pontiff “did ask that the city 
be protected by “a special statute, 
guaranteed by an international legal 
safeguard,” which is something short 
of internationalization, he specifical- 
ly insisted only on outright Christian 
“protection” of the Christian Holy

BUENOS AIRES (AP). — Police 
reported numerous arrests yester- 
day in 8 manhunt for the urban 
guerrilles who attacked the munt- 
cipal 1811 for women and freed four 
prisoners held for trial on charges 
of terrorists activities. 

Bruno Gambarini, identified by 
police as one of the guerrillas, was 
killed ip the shooting that accom- 
panied the jailbreak. 

Three prison guards and a police 
sergeant were wounded. A nun who 
does custodial work at the prison 
received a blow on the head from 
one of the guerrillas when she tri- 
ed to throw away a ring of cell 
keys. 

The guerrillas got into the prison 
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by posing as lawyers. Once inside, 
they drew guns and fought with 
guards who tried to stop the jail- 
break. 

An underground communique is- 
sued later to news media sald the 
“Peronist Armed Forces” had or- 
ganized the jailbreak, with coope- 
ration from the Revolutionary Arm- 
ed Forces and the Montoneros. 

All three organizations say they 
follow ex-President Juan Peron, 
whose pro-labour policies during 10 
years in office make him still a 
hero among lower and middle class 
wage earners. Peron, in exile since 
his overthrow in 1955, says he has 
nO connection with the guerrilla or- 
ganizations which use his name.

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Frightened Bengalis won't object 


PAKISTANI PRESIDENT TO δ 
DECLARE ACCORD TODAY !

DACCA, East Pakistan 1 Asian 
News Service). — President Yahya 
Khan willi today announce his pro- 
posalg for a political settlement in 
East Bengal and the eventual trans- 
fer of power to a civillan govern- 
ment for the whole of Pakistan. 
‘When this happens, the army will 
go back to the barracks after 12 
years of military rule. 

Whatever the President's pro- 
posals, no Bengali will dispute them 
publicly in East Bengal, whatever 
the effect on the six million re- 
fugees who have fled to India to 
escape military terror. 

There has been too much fear and 
stench of death in the past three 
months for anyone to risk his life 
now for opinions that could displease 
the military regime. 

No one feels secure here, not even 
the upper crust who denigrate the 
freedom fighters while they splash 
thelr Scotch with soda, They say 
they do not want to talk about the 
situation as the milltary would not 
like it. 

The most scared are the intellec- 
tuals who are convinced the military 
want to exterminate them. One tead- 
ing writer carries an identity card 
which describes him as a medical 
representative. Others protect them- 
selves by inscribing the names of 
dstinguished parents or relatlons on 
their cards. 

The Bengall vocabulary of fear 
has a new word for the sudden 
arrest and the knock on the door 
of the police state. You hear some- 
one has been “Lifted” and that he 
has not been heard of since. 

The military killings and retalia- 
tion, certainly much less than in 
early April, are nevertheless as 
savage as before. If a guerrilla ac- 
tion takes place in a village, for 
example, four or jive villages around 
it are burned and the innocent are 
killed, 

The Army is also scared but its 
feara grotesquely exaggerate the 
possible dangers. One is checked for 
a box of matches before entering 
the telegraph office, a dismal struc- 
ture of concrete which could not be 
set on fire without several drums of 
petrol. 

There is still no credible dialogue 
between the twowings of Pakistan, 
and the small number of Bengali 
politicians who have tried to argue 
the case for reconciliation are men 
discredited in the last elections.

But publishing the secret study of 
this country’s involvement in Viet- 
nam now “presents very little dan- 
ger to the United States,” Ball said 
in a television interview. 

"On the whole,” said the man 
who served under both Johnson and 
Kennedy, “I think it’s very heal- 
thy that they're out.” 

Gen. Maxwell Ὁ. Taylor, Presi- 
dent Kennedy’s personal military 
adviser, says that in retrospect he 
belleves he gave the White House 
adequate warning in 1961 that large- 
scale involvement might follow the 
introduction of U.S. ground troops 
in Vietnam. 

In an tnterview recorded this 
spring and released by the Public 
Broadcasting Service yesterday, 
Taylor said he advised Kennedy of 
possible escalation to follow if 
force was resorted to prevent a 
Communist take-over. 

Taylor's comments were recorded 
prior to disclosures during the last two 
weeks in several newspapers of top 
secret Pentagon documents dealing 
with the growth of U.S. involve- 
ment in the war. PBS, noting the 
Pentagon papers made Taylor's 
comments more timely, released 
transcripts of the interview in ad- 
vance of broadcasts this week on 
some television stations. 

The “Boston Globe” last week 
published excerpts from the Penta- 
gon documents which included & 
recommendation from Taylor to 
Kennedy in October, 1961, that 


8,000 ground troops be sent to 
South Vietnam. 
As published by the “Globe” 


the report from Taylor — based 
on a first-hand study of conditions 
fn Vietnam — said the U.S. was 
too weak in strategic military 
strength to send forces where they 
might be pinned down for an un- 
certain time. 

The report said: “If the first con- 
tingent is not enough to aceomplish 
the necessary results, it will be 
difficult to resist the pressure to 
relnforce. If the ultimate result is 
the closing of the frontlers and the 
clean up of the insurgents within 
SVN (South Vietnam), there is no 
limit to our possible commitment 
unless we attack ‘the source in 
Hanol." 

In his interview with the Public 
Broadcasting Service, faylor said he 
discovered in his assessment mission 
for Kennedy that U.S. intelligence 
about South-east Asia “was ‘very 
poor. = 

“I was shocked to find how llttie 
hard substance there was under- 
neath the data upon which we were 
ballding programmes in Washing- 
ton," be said. “...

‘ROUTINE PATROL’ 


BOLIADI, East Pakistan (AP). — 
In what a commanding major 
described as a “rouine patrol,” a 
platoon of the Pakistan Amny 
smashed into the Hindu section of 
this waterlogged village before 
daw = yesterday, shooting men, 
ransacking homes and burning the 
market. 

Twenty minutes after 24 West 
Pakistani coldiers and another dozen 
men in the uniform of the Frontier 
Corps from the North-West 
Frontier, more than 1,600 kms. to 
the West, had left, Major Omar told 
the Associated Press the troops had 
been on a “routine patrol.” The 
major was leading a group carrying 
automatic rifles and umbrellas to 
stay dry in the monsoon rain. Two 
men carried small radios and others 
carried goods wrapped in cloths. 

An Inspection showed they left 
behind them three dead men and 
a desolated village still burning 
fiercely. Local Moslem _ residents 
sald the village once housed 100 
families, who had fled into the 
fields or across the creeks. Villagers 
said that besides the three visible 
bodles lying in the village, another 
five or six were killed in the five- 
hour attack. 

The attack occurred one hour's 
drive north west of Dacca where 
four British parliamentarians, in-~ 
vestigatiIng the situation in Hast 
Pakistan, slept on the final day of 
their visit.

Hanoi troops keep —

SAIGON (UPI).—South Vietnamese 
marines, supported by U.S. B-52 
bombers, fought off a Communia: 
attack yesterday near Fire Base 
Puller, just south of the Demilita- 
tized Zone (DMZ). 

- North Vietuamese ground troops 
assaulted a South Vietnamese ma- 
rine outpost at sundown on Satur- 
day on Nui Ba Ho Mountain, 8 kms. 
south of Fire Base Fuller and 16 
kms, south of the DMZ, The battle 
raged most of the night. 

The South ‘Vietnamese claimed 
killing 79 guerrillas at a cost of 
three dead and 22 wounded. 

Fighting also continued below the 
summit of Dong Ha Mountain, 
where Fire Base Fuller continued 
unoccupied. B-52s flew in support of 
Saigon troops rooting out North 
Vietnamese rocket and mortar post- 
tlons on the slopes. 

Dong Ha, with Fire Base Fuller 
at the pinnacle, is the north-western 
corner of a defence triangle aimed 
at stopping Communist infiltration 
into the coastal hinterland of Hue, 
the old imperial capital. 

Tt is reported the North 
Vietnamese army has moved its big 
180-mm. guns inte South Vietnam 
for the first time in the Indo- 
China conflict, threatening the 
survival of fortifications along the 
demilitarized zone.

Exodus flag handed 
to Haifa sea museum

HAIFA. — A flag from the famous 
immigrant ship, the Exodus, which 
had been taken and kept by a Bri- 
tish sailor, was presented to the 
Navy and “Ilegal" Immigration Mu- 
seum by Mr, Pierre Gildesgame, 
Chairman of the World Maccabi, yes- 

terday afternoon. 

The flag, hand sewn from silk — 
apparently from an old talit, patched, 
stained and faded, will now fly be- 
tween the flags of two other immi- 
grant ships, the Palmah and the 
Tel Hai, in the Museum foyer. 

The flag was given to a British 
Jewish contractor, Louis Scott, when 
he was working in Portugal by one 
of his British employees, Josepn 
Emanuel Ferrada, in 1965. Ferrada 
handed over the flag together with 
@ handwritten “confession” on the 
back of a picture postcard of the 
British destroyer HMS_ Charity, 
which read: “I return this flag to 
the rightful owners. It was removed 
by me from the Exodus whilst serv- 
ing aboard the HMS Charity.” In a 
sworn statement made later, Fer- 
rada said that he had been a mem- 
ber of one of the boarding parties 
who climbed onto the Exodus after 
the ship had been Intercepted by half 
ἃ dozen British destroyers off 
coast of Palestine on July 18, 1947. 
There were 4,530 refugees on board 
at the time.

Porush brings 1L250,000 
from South Africa 


Agudat Yisrael Knesset Member 
and Jerusalem entrepreneur, Rabbi 
Menahem Porush returned yester- 
day from South Africa with 
the equivalent of 10250,000 in 
donations for religious education in 
Israel. 

The chairman of the Zionist Fe- 
deration of South Africa, Judge Is- 
rael Maisels, flew off for Johannes- 
burg yesterday afternoon on board 
an El Al jet. Judge Maisels stated 
before he left that the Zionist Fe- 
deration in his country wes atill. 
“awaiting Israeli clarification" re- 
arding Israel's contribution to the 
Organization for African Unity. But 
since this was 8 matter “between 
governments,” he said, the Federation 
Would not intervene. (The South Af- 
rican government held up United 
Israel] Appeal donations from that 
country after the Israel contribution 
to the O.A.U. was announced.) 


The enraged <Arab delegations 
forced a vote on a motion to re- 
turn the Issue for reconsideration 
to the working group, but the bal- 
loting went decisively against them.

This manoeuvre worked in the 
General Assembly last year, but it 
fafled at the LL.O. conference. 
Faced with the unequivocal opposi- 
tion of numerous workers and em- 
Ployers groups — and of most of 
the African delegations, which 
were anxious to keep the issue of 
apartheid unadulterated with ex- 
traneous matters — the Arabs 
withdrew again. 


FAILED THIS TIME 
Had the issue come to a wvote, 
the Israelis world Have pressed a 
Counter-motion —- to deplore the 
situation of Jews in Arab countries 
amd in the Soviet Union. 


The Arabs made one more attempt, 
towards the end of the conference, 
during the debate on the Apartheid 
Report in the plenary. Arab and 
Communist speakers rose one af- 
ter another to charge Israel with 
the crimes of colonialism, imperial- 
ism, and aggression. They were 
euswered by Mr. Nathan Bar-Ya- 
akov of the Foreign Ministry, who 
called on the conference to end the 
sterile and bitter debate, and to 
move forward to cooperation 580 
that their “children may know the 
arts.of peace and not the ravages 
of war." The appeal was received 
with an ovation by the Conference.
